A]MOXG  the  cavly  ?ettlers  of  Xew  England  in  (lie  17th  century 
uere  a  dozen  or  more  of  liie  name  Lam:.  Attempts  to  trace 
tlieir  jK'.lIuree  to  a  common  ar.ce.-tor  have  L.-v-n  i'^'^y  <—'•■"■"■-  :•-.; 
cessful.  The  name  ^vas  common  in  vaiiou?  parts  of  the  BriLis'i 
domini'.'n,  and  it  i<  said  t'r.at  one  <;>f  tlie  name  came  with  ^\'illiam  ilid 
Conqueror  in  tlic  lOtli  century.  Tiiere  arc  variou:^  theories  of  ori- 
gin ;  one  t'lat  tiie  name  originaily  designated  a  chm  of  wool-grow- 
ers am'. ni_- the  Frendi  Huguenots,  hina,  meaninLi'  wool;  anotlier 
that  it  is  identical  wiih  ^\IcLa;re,  of  whicli  name  tiici-e  are  numerous 
families.  In  early  re^)rds  the  name  is  variously  spcdled — Lane, 
Ltane.  Layne,  Lean,  and  the  name  with  the  [nciix  ^l■^c  or  Mc.  ir.^s 
the  s;inie  \  aiiety  of  form. 

Kinshii)  between  several  of  th.ese  Xew  En!iland  settlers  of  t!ic 
name  has  i.eea  discovered,  and  much  vaiu.ahle  iniormati')n  respect- 
ing nearly  all  of  them  and  their  descendant.s  has  !)ecn  c;dlectod. 
Sketclics  and  Ijrief  n'jtices  of  some  of  these  have  heen  publislied, 
but  no  adeciuate  account  of  James  Lane,  of  Xorth  \armouth,  Me., 
IGGO.  the  imnngrant  ancestor  of  a  numerous  line. 

1.  J.v^tr,-''  LvxF.  wa-  a  brodier  of  Job  Lane,  Sr.,  of  r»I;i!.len.  T'Tass.,  and 
of  E.b.\;i;!l  Laae.  of  Boston.  Another  brother,  -Tulin  Laae.  re- 
mained in  F.;ii:buHl.  aad  there  is  tradition  of  one  wlio  settled  in  New- 
Jersey.  .ii;d  of  another  wlio  settled  iu  Vii-j^dida.  Oi'c  accnu.nt  says, 
"  the  t'auiily  prohably  came  iVom  E(b^tone  or  Welbomaie.  near  Kir- 
hy.  3Io!rside  Eust  Ri.iin::  of  Yorkshire,  JMiglaiub"  Anotlier,  that 
tliey  were  '•from  H'ckmuns'svortii  iu  Hertfordshire.  England,  aboiit 
IS  miles  tVran  Lon-ion." 

I[<:  ',vas  a  traM.L-nvm  in  Loiuion  in  1  Go-l,  a  nuanin.v  of  the  guild 
of  Tiirner.s.  At  that  time  he  liad  jo:iit-o\va(:is'.ii[>  nith  his  brothor 
Jolm  Lane  of  real  es:ate  inliei-itt'd  fr,.!ii  rlieir  ni-ilher  and  father,  in 
which  tiieir  lirother  Job  Lane,  of  ?dal>l-!  .  ."\[;;>>..  also  claimed  a 
share,  ijv.-tter  of  Jcreiniidi  Goidd  in  X.  Y..  Ili^f.  fijii.  liecT-.  l'>'^7, 
]■).  H)o.')  With  his  f:iiii;'iy  he  came  to  Mahlfii,  Mas.s..  in  lijo.5,  and 
was  for  a  while  eiiLTi^'d  in  ti-aili  with  liii  la-oilici-  -fob  Lane,  fu 
lo.'.s  lie  \va.s  an  iuhauitaiit  of  l/harb'stou  n,  Mass.  In  li'xJO,  Xov. 
lo',  he  ara)oiiitcd  hi.s  ijrother  Job  Lane,   his  attoriu-v,  and  then,  or  a 
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short  time  before,  removed  with  liis  family  to  Casco  Bay,  Me.,  and 
settled  on  the  east  side  of  Cousin's  river  in  Freeport,  a  part  of  the 
ancient  Westcusto;:jo  or  2North  Yarmoutli.  The  point  and  i.-^land  near 
took  his  name,  wliicli  tliej"  retain  to  tliis  da}'.  He  became  a  large 
land-holder  here  and  in  Falmoutli,  and  was  chiefly  employed  in  the 
development  and  improvement  of  this  property.  lie  was  the  com- 
mander of  the  train-band  of  North  Yarmonth,  a  section  of  the  mili- 
tary company,  of  Casco  Bay.  This  officer  was  armed  with  a  halberd, 
a  combination  of  axe  and  spear,  set  on  a  long  handle,  and  also  car- 
ried a  sword  and  pistol.  The  Indians  had  a  bui'ial  place  on  Lane's 
Island,  a  short  distance  fi-om  the  mouth  of  the  river,  and  during  the 
wars  with  the  white  people  frequently  held  carousals  there.  He 
was  one  of  the  jury  at  court  ludd  at  Casco  29  July,  IGGG,  in  the 
trial  of  James  Robinson  ot  Black  Point  for  the  murder  of  Christo- 
pher Collins,  who  brought  in  the  verdict,  not  f/tiilti/.  Among  the 
presentments  and  indictments  of  the  grand  jury  at  Casco,  1  October, 
1667,  was  one  against  John  iMossier  for  travelling  on  rhc  Sabbath, 
who  oleaded  in  deferice  that  he  was  looking  after  James  Lane  who 
was  in  danger  of  being  drowned. 

It  is  supposed  that  he  was  killed  in  an  attack  of  the  Indians,  13 
September,  1G88,  and  his  family  driven  away,  as  we  find  no  record 
of  him  afterward.  ''  That  night  the  Indians  went:  on  to  an  island 
called  Lane's  island,  where  they  butchered  the  unfortunate  victims 
■who  fell  into  their  hands  in  tlie  morning,  together  with  another  cap- 
tive whom  they  had  previously  taken  farther  east,  in  a  most  savage 
and  cruel  manner,  Tiieir  bodies  were  found  by  some  of  the  gar- 
rison and  buried  on  the  main.  Soon  after  the  garrison  removed  to 
Jewell's  island,  one  of  the  most  distant  froar  the  main  land  on  Casco 
Bay,  and  built  a  fort  there  to  secure  themselves  till  they  could  re- 
turn to  [Massachusetts.  Not  long  after  the  building  of  the  fort  it 
was  attacked  by  a  large  party  of  Indians  fi-om  the  main :  but  was 
resolutely  defended  until  many  of  the  Indians  being  killed,  the 
others  thought  proper  to  leave  the  island.  A  vessel  soon  afier  took 
the  inhabitants  from  the  island  and  conveyed  them  to  Bostcn,  in 
which  and  its  neighborhood  they  dispersed  themselves.  And  thus 
the  settlement  of  North  Yarn^.onth  was  entirely  broken  up  at  this 
time."     (.Sullivan's  Hist,  of  Maine,  17'J<3,  pp.    18'j-7.)

;  JonN^  Lane  (Jdines^)  came  with  his  parents  from  jMalden,  ^lass., 
in  IGGO,  to  North  Yarmonth,  ]Me.  He  married  Dorcas  Wallis, 
daughter  of  John  Wallis,  who  came  from  Devonshire.  England,  was 
an  early  inhabitant  of  Falmouth,  iMe.,  and  one  of  its  foremost  citi- 
zens. He  settled  near  his  wife's  father  at  Porpoodoek  Point  in 
16S7,  and  here  had  tive  children.  On  the  second  destruction  of 
Falmouth  by  the  Imliaiis  he  came  with  his  family  to  Gloucester, 
;Mass.,  and  settled  in  that  part  of  the  town  which  toolc  his  name, 
and  is  known  to  this  day  as  Lauesville.     He  had  probably  beeu  in 
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Gloucester  a  few  years  when  lie  and  Daniel  Daj'  received  in  1701 
a  grant  of  swamp-land  "up  in  tlie  woods  above  their  hou.-es,  with 
the  consent  of  John  Ilaradeii,  Samuel  Sargent,  Edward  Ilai-aden 
and  the  rest  of  the  neiglibori."  In  1704  he  had  a  grant  of  ten  acres 
on  the  Cove,  to  which  his  name  was  subsequently  attached.  In  1726 
he  was  living  on  the  northern  part  of  Plum  Cove  Neck,  when  he 
had  a  grant  of  land  there  near  his  house.  He  also  had  large  real 
.  estate  in  ]\I:iino,  both  in  his  own  right  by  purchase  and  by  inb.erit- 
ance.  He  died  24  January,  1738,  aged  8G  years.  His  wife  died 
9  February,  1751,  in  her  9;kl  year.  His  estate  after  his  death  was 
valued  at  nearly  £2000.     Children:

Note. — The  grandfather  of  INIrs.  Dorcas  (Wallls)  Lane  was  Na- 
thaniel Wallis  of  County  Cornwall,  England,  born  about  1G32. 
He  owned  aiid  improved  an  extensive  property  of  more  than  five 
bundled  acies  "in  and  about  Cascoe  Baye,"  three  hundi-ed  of  which 
was  at  Broad  Cove.  By  his  wife  ]Margarot  he  bad  three  sons,  Caleb, 
Joshua  and  Johi,  the  first  two  receiving  by  will  his  land  in  North 
Yarmouth.  John  married  ^lary,  daughter  of  Joliii  Sliepiieid.  and 
died  20  September,  1G90.  The  widow  administered  on  the  estate 
with  David  Bhippen  as  surety.  Nathaniel  Wallis  "  departed  this  life 
on  October  ve  eighteenth  dav  Annoque  Domini  1709  aged  about  77 
years,"  and  bis  wife  died  14  iMay,  1711.  aged  about  84  years.

All  this  to  lie  under- 
stood according  to  yr  knowledge  wlio  lived  long  liy  them  and  knew 
how  iliey  came  to  live  as  man  and  wife  togetliei-." 

John  B.ray  was  of  Kittery,  jMe.,  in  I  GOD,  a  shipwriglit  !\v  tiade. 
In  1074  he  kept  tavern,  and  probably  at  this  time  was  li^■ing  v,'ith 
Aim  I^ane  as  bis  wife.  At  the  tinie  of  Indian  wars  he  removed  to 
Gloucester,  ]Mass.  She  was  probal)!v  then  not  living-  liichard 
Bray  (probably  the  father  of  Jolin)Vas  of  Dover.  X.  H.,  UJ'>7  ; 
was  of  Casco  l>ay,  KJ.^S;  and  was  at  the  fort  in  Boston,  1GS7,  a 
gunner's  mate.     A   Richard    Bray  of  E.\:eter  died  at  I^ynii  in  1GG5.

He  married  Mary  Fasset,  dnughter  of  Patrick  Fasset,  who 
was  of  Maiden,  but  removed  to  Tdllerica  before  1G79,  when  liis 
name  appears  on  tax  list.  In  the  York  County  Records,  Mc.,  Book

his  wife  of  Billerica  3Iass.  to  Francis  Wyman  of  Woburn  I\Iass.  all 
the  lands  which  formerly  belonged  to  my  father  James  Lane  de- 
ceased., lying  in  Casco  Bay,  containing  a  neck  of  land  lying  I'Otweea 
Cousin  his  IJiver  and  Harriseckett;  also  an  island  lying  over  against 
sd  Island  called  Long  Island,  one  seventh  of  the  described  land  be- 
ing what  he  intends  to  convey."

April,  1751,  at  the  age  of  GO  years.  He  left  large  real  estate  and 
farming  stock,  one  quarter  part  of  a  schooner  at  sea,  and  a  negro 
man  and  negro  woman.  In  the  list  of  his  farming  stock  a  yoke  of 
oxen  was  valued  at  £12.  10.  4.  and  seven  cows  at  £24.  13.  8.  His 
widow  died  29  August,  1770,  aged  85  years.

miiiht  be  involved  lor  the  part  he  hp.d  taken  in  th.e  civii  war  of  tiiat 
period.  Fraacis  Xorwood  came  to  Cilouccster,  Mass.,  abuut  100.']  and 
settled  at  G.io.'^c  Cove,  lie  had  several  chiKlien.  His  son  Ju>luia  had 
a  numerous  family  remarkable  iuv  h)n,:revity,  one  livin^^  to  be  lOJ  years 
of  a;,'e.  _  He  was  a  fisherman  in  enily  life,  bat  in  later  years  was  em- 
ployed in  eettini!;  out  moorini,'  and  mill  stones — the  first  to  en.irai^e  in 
qnarryin;:  them  here,  abnsimss  which  hassince  become  very  ex^tensive 
and  ot  national  repute.  He  died  in  17G2,  in  his  SOih  year.  His  wife 
died  1  November,  1771,  aged  90  years. 

The  death  of  Josiah  Lane*  is  not  recorded.  Ills  wid  )w  was  appoint- 
ed administrator  of  his  estate,  3  November.  1700.  Ijjtii  M-ere  wurthy 
members  of  the  third  church  of  Annisquam.  and  it^  rccjrds  show  the 
baptisms  of  their  cliildren  as  follows— ( I )  L-'i-i.  10  N.iv.  17.54  (2)

eminent  character  and  iniiaenee.  Levi  was  a  leading:  merchant  of 
Boston,  and  was  buried  in  the  baryini,'  ground  of  Kinir's  Cliapel.  Tre- 
mont  titrect.     Of  Francis  tlie  second  son  we  have  the  f  illowinir  notes. 

Francis*  Lane  married  25  September,  1779.  Esther  Griffin,  dau-.itcr 
of  Samuel  and  .Mary  (York)  Griffin,  born  September,  1701.  Her  fa- 
ther was  a  member  of  Squam  Church,  and  well  esteemed.  Francis 
Lane  enlisted  in  Capt.  Rowe's  company  of  Gloucester,  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary Army,  whieli  marclied  to  Bunker  Hill  in  season  to  take  part  in 
the  enga2;ement  there,  June  17th.  Returnin!^  to  Gloucester  he  enter- 
ed the  navy  on  hoard  a  privateer,  and  at  the  close  of  the  war  received 
his  share  of  several  prizes  which  he  had  aided  in  capturing.  He  subse- 
quently became  master  of  a  ship  and  made  voyages  to  variou.s  parts  of 
the  world.  He  was  once  wieeked  on  the  coast  of  Sable  I>Iand,  and 
remained  tliere  all  winter  to  recover  the  cargo  of  cotton.  Soon'after 
his  inarriai:e  he  removed  to  North  Yarmouth.  .Me.,  where  their  child- 
ren were  burn.  Of  these,  the  third,  3A?r/;^  La/!c,  h.)rn  7  Jan.  1792 
became  the  wife  of  Samuel  Richards,  and  motlier  of  Samuel  Richards^ 
Jr.,  now  of  South  Paris,  Me.,  who  has  taken  great  interest  in  genea- 
logical studies,  and  done  much  t.')wards  recovering  records ',»f  kfudred 
on  both  liis  lather's  and  his  mother's  side.  Mvs.  Esther  ((hitfin)  Laao 
sacrificed  her  life  to  the  cause  of  humanity  in  taking  care  of  a  nein-hbcr 
sick  with  the  ydlow  lever.  The  neighbor  reccjverel.  hut  she^'dicd 
in  1799.  Capt.  Francis  Lane  married  for  his  second  wife  widow  Han- 
nah Wyman,  of  North  Yarmouth,  8  July,  IbOO.     ile,  not  lou'^  after 


removed  to  Minot,  Me.,  nnd  snhscqucntly  to  South  Paris,  Me.,  whcro 
he  died,  30  Nov.  IS-JiJ,  tii;cd  73  years,  lie  liad  a  stronij;  attachment 
for  tlic  i)lace  of  liis  nativity,  and  used  to  visit  Gloucester,  .Mass.,  every 
summer  till  a  short  time  previous  to  his  death.  The  house  in  Glou- 
cester where  he  was  horn  continueii  in  i;ood  c  mdition  for  many  yeara 
after  hi?i  dcatii.  His  second  wife  died  some  years  before  him,  and  he 
married  Idr  his  third  wife  widow  iietsey  Ciammon,  5  Dec.  1822.  He 
find  his  last  two  wives  were  ijuricd  in  the  old  Robinson  burying 
ground  in  South  Paris,  Me.  The  graves  were  lost  for  many  years,  but 
were  at  leoL'th  discovered,  and  "  nut  thinking;  it  rii,'ht  to  have  a  sol- 
dier of  Bunker  Hill  sleep  in  a  lost  and  forgotten  srave,"  Mr.  Samuel 
Richards,  Jr.,  at  his  own  expense,  i^eucrously  placeda  stone  with  suit- 
able inscriptions  to  mark  the  place.  Of  the  children  and  descendants 
of  this  old  soldier  Mr.  Kicliards  writes,  "  From  all  my  researches  and 
intimate  acquaintance  with  them  I  have  found  no  stain  on  the  charac- 
ter of  any."

Notes. — The  record  in  Gloucester  Records  gives  the  residence  of 
Mary  Ashby  as  '' of  Beverly."  A  friend  who  searched  the  records 
writes:  '•  Besides  the  two  children  (tii-st  named)  there  were  former- 
ly on  the  record  ^lartha,  Ebenczer,  Deborah,  Andrew  and  another; 
all  more  or  less  illegible  several  years  ago,  and  now  almost  gone." 
"We  here  find  a  connecting  liidc  in  the  chain  of  an.cestry  of  the  late 
Ebenezer  Lane,  of  Oxford,  Ohio,  who,  with  Ids  brother  Andrew 
Lane,  founded  the  welbknown  Theological  School  in  Cin.cinnati, 
styled,  in  memory  of  its  founders,  "  Lane  Theological  Seminary." 
Ebenezer,  one  of  the  children  '■  formerly  on  the  record  and  now 
almost  gone,"  was  the  grandfather  of  these  founders.  In  reply  to 
a  letter  of  inquiry  addressed  to  Ebenezer  Lane  of  Oxford,  in  l.'SGO, 
he  wrote,  dated  2-lth  October,  "  IMy  grandfather  was  a  native  of 
Gloucester,  ^fass.,  followed  the  sea,  and  sailed  as  Master  of  a  vessel 
from  the  Port  of  Cape  Ann.  He  removed  to  New  Gloucester,  ^le., 
'n  the  year  1770,  and  was  amoiig  the  lirst  settlers  of  that  town.  In 
Maine  he  followed  the  farming  and  lumbering  business,  and  kept  a 
Hotel  in  New  Gloucester  for  over  forty  years.  He  died  at  his  lesi- 
dence  in  that  ])lace  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety-three  years,  with- 
out, so  far  as  I  can  learn,  having  a  day's  sickness  in  his  life.  He 
had  six  chililren.  three  sons  and  three  daughters.  '}<ly  father,  Eben- 
ezer Lane,  Jr.,  was  the  oldest,  born  at  Gloucester,  ^lass..  in  17G.J, 
and  died  of  ajioi'lexy  in  New  Gloucester,  Elaine,  in  l.'->Ii*.  ^My 
father  followed  the  farming  and  lumbering  business,  and  was  part 
owner  of  several  mills,  but  became  much  embarrassed  in  the  latter 
part  of  his  life  and  left  his  family  poor.  I  was  his  eldest  son,  and 
left  at  the  age  of  seventeen  with  nothing  l)ut  my  mother  and  three 
of  the  youngest  children  to  supjiort  and  debts  to  pay.  But  [)0verty 
is  a  good  thing  to  begin  the  world  with,  and  if  rightly  improved  we 
can  learn  something  useful  fiom  it.  tliat  we  never  would  learn  if 
born  rich.     j^Iy   father  had  cine  children,  five  sons  and  four  daugh- 
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ters  ;  one  son  died  in  infancy  ;  all  the  other  children  arrived  at  ma- 
ture aire.  My  brother  Andrew  was  in  the  mercantile  business  with 
me  some  years  in  New  Orleans.  La.,  and  dird  in  Now  Haven,  Ct., 
in  18G2,  a^ed  CG,  leaving  an  estate  of  about  SGO.OOO.  "With  the 
aid  of  niysdf  and  Andrew,  brothers  William  and  George  were  edu- 
cated at'Bowdoln  College,  Maine.  William  graduated  in  1819, 
went  to  Louisiana,  was  Trofessor  in  Louisiana  College,  resigned  m 
about  a  year  and  went  into  the  mercantile  business  and  then  to 
plantinir  cotton,  and  now  resides  on  his  phmtatiou  in  l':ast  Feliciana 
ratislu^La.  George,  after  leaving  college,  went  to  Princeton  to 
study  for  the  ministry.  After  remaining  there  one  or  two  years, 
■was  taken  sick  with  consumption,  went  to  Virginia  and  died.  One 
sister,  the  youngest  of  tlie  familv,  is  living  in  this  state. 

"I  married  in  New  Orleans 'in  182.'),  Celeste  Ilearsey,  daughter 
of  Edward  Ilearsev,  Esc]..  a  native  of  Charlestown,  Mass.  I  lost  my 
wife  thiee  years  ago  [1SG7]  hist  April.  We  had  four  children,  two 
sons  and  two  daughters.  My  oldest  son,  Edward  Payson  Lane,  died 
last  May,  leaving  a  widow  and  four  children.  P.olh  mother  and 
son  died  enjoying  a  good  hope  through  gva<-<r-  ul  c  uic-.?^.t  i..,,..o.  .cv. 
ity.  jNIy  son  John  Howard  Lane  is^raarried  and  lives  in  IMemphis, 
Tenn.  One  of  my  daughters  remains  unmarried,  the  other  married 
a  :Methoili5t  minister  who  has  charge  of  the  Methodist  church  iu 
this  place." 

The  al)Ove  sketch,  written  when  over  seventy  years  of  age,  is  of 
special  interest  as  giving  valuable  information  which  could  not  oth- 
erwise be  now  obtained.  By  fuither  research  we  hope  to  supple- 
ment thi^  graphic  outline  of  family  history  with  items  of  names, 
dates  and  memorial  notes,  which  may  complete  the  record  of  this 
goodly  line.  In  the  s;\me  letter  giving  the  above  sketch  ^Mr.  Lane 
writes  of  the  Seminary  as  follows  :  "The  plan  of  founding  that  In- 
stitution originated  with  myself.  My  brother  Andrew  Lane  joined 
me  in  a  donation  to  it.  It'has  able  Professors  and  a  good  library; 
and  I  trust  it  has  done  good.  But  it  has  not  met  my  expectations. 
The  object  of  its  establishment  was  to  prepare  indigent  young  men 
for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  and  the  manual  labor  system  was  to  be 
made  a  prominent  feature  of  the  Institution,  by  which  young  men 
could  preserve  their  health  and  meet  all  or  nearly  all  their  ne- 
cessary expenses.  But  the  manual  la>!or  department  was  badly 
managed  and  was  aliolibhed.  About  this  time  the  sla\ery  ques- 
tion caused  much  excitement,  and  resulted  iii  one  of  the  best 
Professors  and  about  sixty  of  the  students  leaving  and  going 
to  Oberlin.  This  was  a  heavy  blow  to  Lane  Seminary,  but  was 
a  f^rcat  means  of  laiilding  up  Obeiliii,  whirh  is  now  the  largest 
and  I  think  the  best  ii;st!tntion  in  the  state.  I  still  have  the 
strongest  coufulence  in  man;;al  labor  schools  when  well  managed. 
But  we  all  know  nothing  pro^-pers  badly  mannged.  I  believe  in 
educating  the  sexes  togetliei-.  and  the  manual  labor  system  made 
more  prominent  than  it  ever  has  been  in  any  Institution.  Twtdve 
hours  in  the  twenty-four  should  be  eipially  divided  between  study 
and  labor.  The  health  and  expenses  of  the  student  require  six  hours 
labor  per  day,  and  six  hours  devoted  to  mental  culture  wdl  enable  a 
young  man  of  fair  talents  to  get  a  good  education,  and  one  who  cau- 
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not  get  it  in  this  time  is  not  wortli  educating.  There  are  many  young 
men  and  women  in  the  country  who  couhl  obtain  a  liberal  education  by 
their  own  daily  labor  if  suitable  institutions  were  established.  It  is 
the  poor  we  should  assist  in  rising  in  the  world.  The  rich  can  take 
care  of  themselves.  I  have  a  good  farm  here  of  107  acres,  and  a 
Jiouse  38  by  7G  feet,  suthciently  large  for  the  beginning  of  a  manual 
-  labor  school,  and  would  use  it  for  this  purpose  if  I  coiTld  ^et  a  suit- 
able person  to  join  me  in  establi.-hing  a  school  of  this  kind."

Xote.—OUhe  children  Samuel  and  .Zebulon  settled  in  the  Harbor 
Parish  about  17J0.  They  both  had  families.  Tlie  former  was 
fajher  of  Stephen,  who  perished  by  shipwreck  at  Scitnate,  23  Dec. 
1774,  leaving  a  son  Jonathan,  the  father  of  Fitz  Ii.  Lane,  the  dis- 
tinguished marine  painter  of  Gloucester,  who  was  born  18  Dec.  1804. 
"At  the  age  of  eighteen  months,  while  playing  in  the  yard  or  gar- 
den of  his  father,  he  ate  some  of  the  seeds' of 'the  apple-peru ;  and 
was  so  unfortunate  as  to  lose  the  use  of  his  lower  li'mbs  in  conse- 
quence, owing  to  late  and  unskilful  medical  treatment.  He  showed 
in  boyhood  a  talent  for  drawing  and  painting  ;  but  reeeived  no  in- 
struction in  the  rules  till  he  went  to  Boston  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
eight  to  work  in  Pendltiton's  lithographic  establishment.  From  that 
time  his  taste  and  ability  were  rai)idly  developed  ;  and,  after  a  resi- 
dence of  several  years  in  Boston,  became  back  to  Gloucester  with 
a  reputation  fully  established.  Since  his  return  to  his  native  town 
he  has  painted  many  pictures,  all  of  which  have  been  much  admired. 
He  has  often  contributed  a  production  of  his  pencil  fur  the  promo- 
tion of  a  benevolent  enterprise  ;  and  with  characteristic  kimlness  he 
furnished  the  sketches  for  the  engravings  of  this  work."  (Babson's 
History  of  Gloucester,  ISGO.)
